HOME RULE BILL 


Two Parliaments, Nerth and 
South, Provided.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—The bill for 
Irish home rule, dong promised by 
the government, was presented th 
the House of Commons today. The 
firet reading wag of the title alone 
and was a mere formality, prelim- 
inary to taking up the measure 
tomorrow. 

The present bill, it is understood, 
adheres comparatively closely to the 
measure ag outlined by Lloyd George 
in the House, December 22, last. 
The government's project centers on 
the setting up of two parliaments in 
Ireland, one for the south and one 
for the north. 

Home rule, as the government 
hopes to give it to Ireland, is based 
primarily upon the declaration of 
the Premier in hie December 
speech, that “Great Britain cannot 
accept separation,” but the largest 
opportunity will be given ‘to the 
Irish people, to unite. on the con- 
stitution of a parliament, in the 
course of time, which will embrace 
Ireland as a whole. 

NORTH PARLIAMENT SMALL. 

For the north of Ireland, the area 
embraced will  robably include the 
six counties mentioned by the Pre- 
mier in his original outline, with 
possibly some slight mo-Jitications, 
as a consequence of which the 
northern parliament will be very 
much smaller than the southern 
organization. 

One of the fundamental features 
of the bill has always been a coun- 
cil representing the two  parilia- 
ments. and itt i understood this 
council will derive its powers from 
the two bodies which will be re- 
sponsible for its selection. 

The proposed iegisiatures will 
have ext¢nsive powers and also rep- 
resentation in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. Such matters as education. 
loeal government, agriculture, trans- 
portation, municipal affairs. insur- 
anee and the collections of taxes will 

under the control of these two 
Legisiatures. Matters of more sert 
ous import te empire. such 
as foreiat affairs, defense, naviga- 
tien and the higher judiciary. are 
reserved for the decision of the im- 
perial government. . 

Premier Lioyd announced 
he proceeds of land annuities in 
Ireland would be given as a free 
gift to the two ments, and es- 
timated that this would amount to 
{3.000.000 for the year. This eum, 
or other equitable provision, will be 
made for maintenance of the two 
parliaments, if the government's bill 
ie accepted.

“Practically all plant life found 
on the island differs somewhat 
from the same specie found on the 
land. That the atmosphere of 
a smaller body of land is more 
impregnated with salt is one expla- 
nation. 

“Among the island flora Whieh 1 
have so far found, and which is 
rarely if ever found elsewhere in 
the world, are: 

“The Maiva Rosa, a beautiful 
shrub; bearing a profusion of rose- 
colored flowers with deep red stripes 
within the petals. This rare shrub 
grows only on Bird Rock in the 
Isthmus cove. 

“Catalina Perfume. a low shrub 
with glos leaves and maroon flow- 
ers. A rare mountain mahogany 
grows in Swain’s Canyon. Lyon's 
fronwood ie another peculiar tree 
found in this canyon. 

“At PebLly Beach. may be found 
two distinctiwe especie of cak—Mac- 
Donald's Oak and Island Oak, both 
different than the oak found on the 
mainiand. Catalina Cherry is an- 
other tree peculiar te Catalina Is- 
land, bearing a large fruit havthe 
a thin pulp, and with most of the 
native trees, is found in Swain's 
Canyon. 

“Dusty Miller, of the aster fam- 
lly, is found on bluffs overhanging 
the sea, as are also Catalina-live- 
forever. its pale yellow flowers tinged 
with red, and the Catalina iceplant. 
The latter is a lo. apparently itce- 
covered plant, with cylindrical 
leaves and white flowers. It grows 
only on the banks of the Salina at 
the Isthmus, and is said to have 
been sought to quench thirst Dy the 
Indians.” 

Dr. Mübpaugh will return to 
Catalina in March to complete his 
research work on the island, and 
tabulation of specimens.

Official word was received"in Los 
Angeles yesterday from the Direc- 
tor-General of KRallroads that the 
lines will be returned to their orig- 
inal owners on March 1.

Goorberg, president of the central 
committee of the city teachers’ or- 
Sanizations to Chairman Dodge 
of the Board of Supervisors, yes- 
terday, paved the way, it is de- 
lieved, for another demand by the 
teachers for an increase. in salary. 
She stated that the teachers’ or- 
sanizations of the Los Angeles city 
schools, have a salary committee 
preparing a proposed Salary sched- 
ute ter the coming year. 

The proposed schedule proposes 
a readjustment of salaries “so that 
the salary to be paid the teacher in 
1920-21 may be somewhere near in 
purchasing value the salary re- 
celved in 1913-14," the letter states. 

President Van de Goorberg says 
the letter was written to ascertain 
if possible “some expression as to
